IN THE HOUSE. 
MORE BILLS. 
Seto Dispatch to The Chicago chunt. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 9.—There was a 
much larger attendance in the House today 
than there has been since the new year, 
many of the Western men particularly not 
having arrived until yesterday. None of 
them have been snow-bound. The work was 
confined to the introduction of bills, of which 
there was a great number. A very large 
proportion of them were bills of the last 
Congress, and were presented in the original 
copies, changes and interlinations only hav- 
ing been made to adapt them to the present 
Congress. Some of the more important bills 
were the following: 

One by Judge Belford, of Colorado, to es- 
tablish a Bureau of Mines and Mining, which 
will receive considerable support from West- 
ern men, 

One by Phelps, of Connecticut, to permit 
National banks to issue notes of smaller de- 
nominations than 85. 

One by Mr. Crapo, to provide for the renewal 
of National-bank charters, which is identical 
with the bill introduced in the Senate by Mr. 
Morrill. 

THESE BILLS 

are said to have been prepared at the Bureau 
of the Controller of the Currency, and the 
fact of their introduction by the Chairman of 
the Senate Finance Committee and by the 
Chairman of the House Committee on Bank- 
ing and Currency show that the leaders of 
those two committees at least favor the 
Treasury plan. Mr. Kasson, too, placed 
himself on the side of Mr., Morrill by intro- 
ducing the latter’s bill for a Tariff Commis- 
sion. It is not expected, however, that the 
House will adopt the Senate’s bill even if 
the Tariff Conunission should meet with fa- 
vorable consideration, for the feeling against 
the right of the Senate to originate revenue 
measures is very strong in the House, and 
will be strenuously denied at least by the 
ex-Chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. 

Of the more important Western bills, Mr. 
Hawk introduced a bill to provide for the 
payment of the employés of the Govern- 
ment Printing-Office during the time of the 
Garfield obsequies, the Controller of the 
Treasury having ruled that the pay for that 
period must be deducted from the wages. 
A similar bill was introduced for the beneht 
of the employés ot the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing. 

Deitrich Smith introduced a bill to provide 
for the free distribution of 

VACCINE MATTER. 
He proposes to establish local depots where 
pure vaccine can be obtained, and considers 
that the measure will be very beneficial to 
the public health. The bill provides that the 
National Board of Health be directed to ob- 
tain pure vaccine virus, and to furnish it to 
ali persons applying for it at cost price, the 
same to be designated as pure by the seal of 
said National Board of Health. 

Mr. Smith has also introduced a bill for 
the improvement of the Lilinois River, which 
provides that the sum of $380,000 be appro- 
priated for the completion of the improve- 
ment of the Illinois River, this sum to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the Secretary 
of War, in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions, plans, estimates, and specifications, and 
under the supervision of the officers in charge 
of the work. 

Mr. Henderson introduced his bill for the 
construction of the Mississippi & Lilinois 
Canal, as well as one to increase the efficiency 
of the Signal Corps. 

Mr. McCaid, of lowa, introduced his con- 
stitutional amendment of last year relative 
to the election of President and Vice-Presi- 
dent. He also proposes a new rule, 

TO PREVENT FILIBUSTERING 
and to compel members to vote, He would 
accomplish this by having the door closed 
when there is no quorum, the names of all 
members present called, whether voting or 
not, and the members present and not voting 
be counted as voting in the negative. 

Mr. Caldwell had the courage to introduce, 


the first bill to repeal the Arrears-of-Pensions 


law. 
There were two bills to reduce letter post- 
age to two cents. 
THE FIRST TILT 
between the silver men and the monometal- 
lists came in the House today over the distri- 
bution of the President’s message among 
the committees. The House being in Com- 
mittee of the Whole considering the resolu- 
tion reported from the Committee on Ways 
and Means by Judge Kelley, Belford, of 
Colorado, rose and said that, though he had 
great respect for the Committee on Ways 
and Means, he did not feel like intrusting it 
with the question of the coinage of silver 
issuing of silver certificates, 


ferring to 

President’s message which related to the 
coinage and silver-certificate questions. He 
thought that, under the rules and in accord- 
ance with every precedent of the House. the 


age. He moved to amend the committee’s 
resolution so as to have that part of the 
message referred to the Committee on Coin- 
age. This precipitated 
QUITE A STIRRING DEBATE, 
in which Kelley, Kasson, Randall, Buekner, 
Bland, Robeson, and Beltord took part. 
Randall said it was plain that the matter was 
notone to go to the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, though he duubted if the proper ref- 
erence should be the Coinage Committee. 
Buckner thought it should go to the Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency, and moved 
to amend Belford’s amendment to send 
it to that committee. Kasson made 
an argument against either amendment. 
The silver certificates were a portion of the 
public debt, and, as such properly belonged 
to the Ways and Means Committee. Buck- 
ner thought they were simply certificates of 
deposit, and on this point a long argument 
followed, in which Randall joined, claiming 
that they ‘were a public debt of an exceptional 
character, similar to the greenbacks, matters 
pertaining to which were always referred to 
the Banking and Currency Committee. 
ROBESON AND ROBINSON OF MASSACHU- 
SETTS 
made the point that the Ways and Means 
Committee had no business with matters 
outside of the revenue and the public‘debt. 
Bland went into the history of the silver dol- 
lar, to show that the proper reference of 
questions of the kind was not to the Ways 
and Means. Cox, of New York, made a little 
speech, in which he took the ground thatthe 
only rule of reference in the House was, in 
reality, the disppoition of the House, and 
this, he said, was almost always determined 
by the constitution of the committees. He 
said he would vote with Belford because he 
knew the silver interest 

WOULD BE WELL CARED FOR 
by him, and that he knew what he was doing 
in seeking to have the matter 1eferred to the 
Coinage Committee. A vote was then taken, 
resulting in the adoption of Buckner’s 
amendment to refer the matter to the Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency by a vote 
of 101 to 45, 

AMONG THE BILLS INTRODUCED 
was one by Mr. Springer, of IIlinois, which 
is evidently the offspring of the present dis- 
cussion of the insanity question, excited by 
the Guiteau trial. It is a bill to define the 
law of insanity in cases tried in the Criminal 
Courts. It was referred to the Judiciary 
Committee. 

PUBLIC POSIES. 

Representative McCook, of New York, who 
is Chairman of the Library Committee, which 
has charge of the appropriation for the 
Botanical Garden, introduced a bill to abol- 
ish the practice of furnishing bouquets and 
flowers to members of Congress which has 
sprung up in connection with the cultivation 
of rare foreign plants, which was the 
original purpvse of establishing the gar- 
den. The Le Fevre Committee, which at the 
last session investigated the management of 
the garden, discovered that it had originally 
been established to take care of certain rare 
plants brought to this country by a United 
States vessel, and that the small appropria- 
tion made for that purpose had increased 

,yearly, and now had reached large propor- 
tions, the only object attained by its expendi- 
ture being the furnishing of flowers to Con- 
gressmen and their friends. 
REPRESENTATIVE DE MOTTE, OF INDIANA, 
introduced a resolution to amend the rules 
so as to provide for the appointment of a se- 
lect committee of eleven members, with the 
same powers and privileges as are possessed 
by the Committee on Commerce, to which 
should be referred all questions relating to 
inter-State commerce, 

‘Townshend, of Illinois, introduced a reso- 
lution directed against the printing of private 
bills until they had been reported back trom 
the committees to which they had been re- 
ferred, recommended for passage. 

THE UTAH CONTESTED ELECTION CASE 
will be brought upin the House tomorrow, 
and will probably cause a debate which will 
continue for two or three days. Delegate 
Cannon still claims to be confident of sue- 
cess. It is certain that he will either be 
sworn in or the case will be referred to the 
Committee on Elections. 

AMONG THE RESOLUTIONS 
introduced in the House today was one by 
Neal, of Ohio, calling on the Post-Oflice De- 
partment for information regarding the num- 
ber of removals, promotions, and appoint- 
ments made in the department since the 4th 
of last March. This inquiry has been set on 
foot by the enemies of ex-Postmaster-General 
James. They claim that they will develop 
facts which will reflect seriously on James’ 
character as acivil-service reformer. 

TELLER’S BILL. 

To the Western associated Presa. 

Wasninaton, D. C., Jan. 9.—The bill in- 
troduced by Senator Teller to provide for 
the deposit of silver bullion and the issue of 
certificates therefor authorizes the holders 
of silver bullion, 900 fine or over, to deposit 
the same with the Treasurer or any Assist- 
ant Treasurer of the United States in quan- 
tities of 1,000 ounces or over, for which they 
are to receive the market value thereof in 
certificates of not less than $20 each. These 
certificates are made payable on demand in 
coin or United States notes, and shall be re- 

ceivable for customs, taxes, and public dues, 
It also provides that holders of silver dollars 

may deposit the same with the Treasurer of 
the United States, and receive therefor $1 
and $2siiver certificates until the whole 
amount of 81 and 82. certificates so issued 
shall amount to $10,000,000. These small 
certificates are also made receivable for cus- 
toms, taxes, and public dues. The bill 
further provides that the bullion deposited 
shall be coined at the mints as rapidly as 
can be done consistent with economy, and 
without interfering with the coinage of gold. 


IN THE SENATE. 
SHERMAN AS A THREE PER CENTER. 
Special Dispatch to Tue Chicago Tribune 

Wasuinoron, D. C., Jan. 9.—The disens 
sion of ex-Secretary Sherman’s bill to refund 
$200,000,000 of the continued 344 per cent 
bonds at 3 per cent was begun in the Senate 
today. Short speeches were made by Mr. 
Sherman, Mr. McPherson, Mr. Bayard, and 
Mr. Beck, and the indications are that the bill 
will be passed substantially asreported by the 
Finance Committee some day this week. 
While several speeches will be made on the 
various amendments pending, there will be 
no such comprehensive discussion of 
the subject as preceded the vetoed 
3 per cent refunding bill in 
the last Congress. The Senator,in calling 
up the bill, briefly explained its provisions, 
which have heretofore been published. ‘The 
$200,000,000 of 3 per cents which the bill 
provides shall be refunded at 3 per cent are 
payable at the pleasure of the Government 
after the Ist of January, 1889. Holders of 
34; per cent bonds can exchange them for 
the 3 per cents, or the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is authorized to receive lawful money 
and issue the new bonds therefor. The bill 
provides that 
THE AMOUNT OF MONEY 80 RECEIVED 
on deposit for the bonds shall not at any 
time exceed $25,000,000. Mr. Sherman said 
that on the Ist of January there were 8381. 
000,000 of the 33¢ per cent bonds outstanding. 
The refunding of $200,000,000 of this amount 
would effect a saving of $5,000,000 in inter- 
est. The surplus revenues could be applied 
from time to time to the redem of the

Wasninecronr, D. C., Jan. 9.—Indications 

are that there will be an upsetting of District 
of Columbia officials very soon. The Presi- 
dent, it is said, has determined to remove 
two District Commissioners—Dent and Mor 
gan. There are numerous applicants for the 
places, but if the President has determined 
upon the appointments he keeps it secret. 
The change involves considerable political 
interest. Dent and Morgan went into office 
when Congress was controlled by the Demo- 
eruts, and they were largely under Demo- 
eratic influences. As a consequence many 
fat positions under the District Government 
are filled by Democrats. The Republicans 
are insisting upon the appointment of Com- 
missioners who will weed out Democratic 
officials and give their places to Republicans. 
Some of the present Democratic Congressmen 
have constituents holding positions in the 
District Government, and, naturally, they 
are working to protect na The President 
has been pressed to appoint one Democratic 
Commissioner, but the party pressure upon 
him to take them both from the Republican 
ranks is so strong that it is not believed the 
Democrats have much show. 

THE PRESSURE FOR OFFICES 
was never greater here, say those who have 
positions to dispense, than now. Each new 
Congressman is seeking appointments for 
one or more, generally more, constituents who 
worked for his election. Some of the de- 
partments do nothing else, from morning to- 
night, but listen to applications for olfice. 
There is in all the departments an evident 
disinclination to remove tried and efficient 
men simply to make room for new men at 
the solicitation of Congressmen. This may 
be due to the President’s declared civil- 
service ideas, and to the desire of his sub- 
ordinates to comply with them. At any rate 
members of Congress are finding it more 
difficult than heretofore to pat constituents 
into Government positions. The Commis- 
sioner of Pensions keeps by his side all the 
time a copy of the pay-rolls of his office, and 
exhibits his expenses and the amount of the 
appropriation at his service. These he 
shows to the Congressmen asking for 
places to convince them he cannot make 
a single additional appointment without 
going beyond the funds at his disposal. One 
Congressman said to a department official 
recently: “If you want my help in behalf of 
your appropriations at this session,

for my man,” and other members have said, 
in preferring similar requests: “If you do 
this you may count upon my help when you 
want it.“ This illustrates the pressure daily 
brought against officials for appointments.

We trust you will pardon the 
liberty we are about to take, and that you will 
carefully examine our statement of the tacts of 
the case. The process of brewing sound and 
bealthy beer involves:

To convert the starch into glucose, it is nec- 
essary to save some nitrogenous substance 
actively present. In making bread, an anal- 
ogous process, the gluten of the wheat acts ou 
the starch, and then the glucose produced is by 
meaus of yeast split up into alcohol and car- 
bonic acid gas, the latter passing through and 
lightening the bread, ana the former partly es- 
caping in the baking and partly by age, as the 
loaf becomes stale. In ure ine, the nitrogenous 
factér is had by malting—that is, 

BY SPROUTING THE GRAIN | 
and then checking the sproutin@. Any starchy 
grain may be malted, put barley is usually 
chosen because it is rich in starch, cheaper than 
wheat and rice, and considered in various ways 
easier to handle. The malting produces a su- 
perabundauce of diastase, enough to convert 
very much more starch than the grain contains 
into glucose. The object of malting is solely to 
obtain this diastase, otherwise there would be 
no need of maiting at all. It is, therefore, 
proper enough, if desired, to add a portion of 
unmaited barley, wheat, corn, or rice to utilize 
the superfluous diastase. The product may dif- 
ter in flavor or taste, but chemically it is the 
same. The greater part of the brewers in this 
country, we believe, use 
NOTHING BUT MALTED BARLEY 
and bops, though abroad the practice, where 
there is much attention paid by Government to 
the goodness ot beer, ig the other way. We find 
our course to be the easiest and most profit- 
able. But, since the introduction oi the vinous 
and light-colored beers from Europe, the taste 
of the public has been for a different looking 
product, and this is to be had by a light-colored 
malt. or by the addition of the same or a similar 
grain unmalted, or by both. Therefore, some 
brewers use them. There is nothing deleteri- 
ous in the addition of more farinaceous matter. 
It is necompanied by the same albuminoids, ex- 
tractive, aud mineral galis, and merely produces 
desired variations of color and flavor, In re- 
gard to artificial glucose, this and its operation 
dre apparently misunderstood. We do not be- 
lieve that any brewer uses it in quantity. 
He prefers to trust to the glucose in bis malt for 
the strength of the beer, but when it is 
reopened at the last drawing some may 
regain the required density by the addition of a 
small quantity of glucose, until the saccharo- 
meter indicates a sufficiency, rather than run 
the risk of discoloration or affecting taste and 
llaver, though gaining the same density by 
loug-continued evaporation. The glucose used 
is pure in every way, being the same used on 
the brewers’ own table and tbroughout the 
country under the name of Drips,”’ 
“GOLDEN SIRUP,” 

etc. But, harmless though it is, it is rarely 
practiced. In this connection we would respect- 
fully call your attention to a historical fact 
which your mind will readily apply. 
Originally other substances than hops were 
used to clarify and preserve the beer 
of England. Hops were first used in Germany 
and then introduced in England. At once a 
clamor arose that tke English brewers were 
drugging and adulteratng ale, and poisoning 
the consumer. Parliament, in its wisdom, 
passed an act forbidding the use of hops in beer 
under severe pains and penalties, and this law 
remained on the statue-book until the true 
nature and effect of the tonic—traumatic bop 
became understood, Every modification and 
improvement of a manufacturing process in the 
interest of scieace and progress seems destined 
to meet witb like clamor, just as men predicted 


But, as the real nature of the invention be- 
comes understood, the clamor dies out, to be 
revived by some objeetor further on. Our busi- 
ness is to producea pure, palatable, and popular 
beverage. We follow the process and use the 
materials that time and experience prove to be 
the best, and are naturally slow to adopt even 
improvements, being, as all mea engaged in 
pursuits requiring a large capital, conservative. 
We endeavor to follow the public taste, as all 
tradesmen do, but we have no desire to make, in 
any contingency, an unhealthy product. Even 
if we were base enough to incline that way, it is 
certainly against our interests. [If we were satis- 
fied that any ingredieft used by any in the trade 
isdeleterious, we siduld Urge its abandonment 
at once, and use all means 
TO PUNISU IT8 CONTINUANCE, 
But we do not consider it fair to have perfectly 
lemitimate provesses and pure materials unjust- 
ly stigmatized, and we only ask that careful in- 
vestigation and just judgment, whieh, from our 
experience of the past we may expect from 
you, and we repeat that, as no brewer should 
use anything in making his beer that he is 
ashamed of, we not only see no objection to 
your requiring a full report of all raw materials 
used, but we desire this should be done. We 
have the honor to remain your obedient sery- 
aunts, II.

WaAsHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 9. -A member of 
the Contingent Fund luvestigatme Commit- 
tee says the investigation has been confined 
to the year 1879, and to the Treasury Depart- 
ment; that the committee have developed 
enough to show great carélesness, to say 
the least, in the disbursement of money for 
expenses.

mouth, to present the roll and get the money 
for whatever number of men that roll repre- 
sented, and the pay for the number of days’ 
work for each, according to the foreman’s 
statement: that, in some cases, it has been 
shown these rolls were increased by fictitious 
names, that the committee have the roils, but 
the men whose names are represented ean- 
not be all produced or accounted for. This 
practice hab been stopped, but the committee 
want to ascertain who was responsible for 
their existence. Small, a florist, who it is 
alleged has supplied the Treasury officials 
with bouquets and drawn his pay out of the 
coutingent fund, was examined by the com- 
mittee today.

THE SUGAR REFINERY FIRE.

New York, Jan. 9.—The ruins of Havemeyer 
& Elder's sugar-refinery on First street, between 
South Third and Soutn Fourth Streets, Brook- 
lyn, E. D., were still sending up dense 
clouds of smoke and steam today. A 
number of firemen were engaged with 
ropes and poles pulling and pushing 
down tottering ruins. Itis stated by members 
of the firm that there are about 300 policies of 
insurance on the property. To give a list of the 
names of the insurance companies that have a 
risk on the property would be to take 
the New York City Directory and write 
the name of every company except the 
Clinton, Jefferson, and American, then include 
all the companies in Brooklyn, and afterward 
add a large number of the companies through- 
out various parts of the State. The insurance 
was effected through Messrs. Lee & Lowe, 
brokers, of Liberty street. They were today

to complete alist of the insurance. The total 
amount given by Mr. Lowe was as follows: On 
building, $184,800; om machinery, $267,800; on 
stock, $329,900; total, $782,500.

The value of the 
stoek destroyed by fire is estimated at $300,000. 
In addition to these losses there was a large 
stock of raw sugars stored in a shed in the rear 
of the refinery, and the stock of goods in the 
cellars in the other storehouses along the river 
front was considerably.

He Defends the Martyred President 
from the Attacks of the Stalwarts— 
History of the Now Celebrated Letter 
to Him from Garfield. 

Nvecial Digsnatch to The Chicago Tribune 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 9.—Mr. Thomas M. 
Nichol, the gentleman to whom President Gar- 
field's letter was addressed vindicating Secre- 
tary Blaine’s conduct as amember of the Cabi- 
net, and denouncing the attempt to shift the 
fight to Mr. Blaine's shoulders as weak and 
unjust.“ was in this city yesterday. Mr. Nichol 
was an intimate friend of Gen. Garfield, and is 
supposed to be well-informed about much of 
the inside of the Garfield campaign and election. 
His visit to Philadelphia is occasioned by the 
fact that he is the general agent of the Gar- 
field Monument Committee at Cleveland. 
He was asked: “What do you know 
about the recent publicationsin the New York 
Herald, in which Whitelaw Reid's dispatch to 
Garfield was made public?’ 

“I don't know whetber the primary purpose 
of it was to smirch Garfield, Reid Blaine, Sher- 
man, or Judge Matthews most, but it was cer- 
tainly a conteimnptible method of casting slurs at 
all five of these gentlemen, and so far as Gar- 
field was concerned, it wasa most cowardly and 
hypocritical method of doing it.” 

Lou don't believe, then, that it was a friend 
of the late President who was the author of tne 
Herald letter? 

“No, sir, I do not. No friend of Gen. Garfield 
would slur him or betray his confidence as this 
fellow pretends to do, for the purpose of slan- 
dering Garfield's nearest friends and degrading 
to the level of political jobbery so sacred an of- 
cial act as the appointment of a Justice of the 
Supreme Court, for the charge made in connec- 
tion with the appointment of Judge Matthews 
implies not only weakness, it implies corrup- 
tion.” 

Lou do not believe, then, that Judge Mat- 
thews was appointed to pay a debt to Secretary 
Sherman?” 

Jam sure he was not. Mr. Sherman, of all 
men, never presented a bill to Gen. Garfield for 
certain debts, services, or expenses. Judge 
Matthews needed no backers with Garfield, and 
the intimation that Garfield desired his defeat 
by the Seuate isa monstrous falsehood.

JOHN DOE, BURGLAR. 


Identification of the Stolen Property 
and Arrest of Mis Partner—Story of a 
Burglary. 

THe Tinu during the past few days has 
referred to the case of John Doe, otherwise 
P. W. O'Meara, a burgiar arrested by Officers 
Quirk and Lueders, and in a paragraph yes- 
turday morning mentioned the recovery of a 
large quantity of silverware, supposed to be 
the proceeds of a burglary. The officers who 
made the arrest have been working hard 
on the case, and yesterday brought mat- 
ters to a successful issue, finding an 
owner for all of the property, 
and, as predicted, capturing O' Meara's partner. 
On the night of Dec. 30 Dr. F. C. Hotz gave a re- 
ception at his residence, No. 100 South 
Morgan street, and, when about to re- 
tire, left the silverware upon tie table 
in the dining-room. When the servant 
arose the next morning she discovered that all 
the silver had been stolen, ana that tne lower 
part of the house had been completely ransack- 
ed by burglars. The Doctor, after making up 
a partial list of the stolen articles, re- 
orted the case to Capt. Bonfield at the West 
Madison Street Station. For nearly a week 
officers worked on the case without obtain- 
ing anything on which to make a be- 
pases. Last Friday night Quirk and 
zueders ran across this John Doe alias P. 
W. O'Meara and locked him up. The silverware 
in his possession was thought to be a portion of 
that stolen from Dr. Hotz, but nothing 
was done towards having it identified, 
the officers preferring to wait until they 
got it all. Learning that O'Meara dad been 
occupying a room at No. 8 North Sangamon 
street, they made a search there, and were ro- 
warded by finding a large proportion of the 
stolen stuff. This was taken to the sta- 
tion, and, comparing it with the in- 
ventory. it was found that they had 
recovered considerable more than was contained 
in the schedule. Tuesday they recovered from 
n pawnshbop an overcoat, a dozen knives, anda 
dozen silver spoons. These were piaced with 
the property already recovered, and last 
night Dr. Hotz and bis wife called at the station, 
identifying the articies and saying that every- 
thing taken from the house had been 
recovered except a gold pen, and he 
was correspondingly happy and surprised. 
During the day the officers caught a fellow giv- 
ing the name of Charies Peters or Peterson, 
whom they suspected of being O’Meara’s part- 
ner, and locked him up. It was 
afterward learned that he and O'Meara 
had been concerned in the burgiary 
of the residence of Col. Hammond on North La 
Saile street, and that Peters is under bonds now 
to appear for trial on this charge. 
it is said, has done his

DR. NEWMAN’S NEW TASK. 


To Fring Prosperity to the Debt-Bur- 
dened Iron Church—Debts ef $80,000 
of No Account to Him and His Rien 
Friends—The Project Net Involving a 
Change of Gen. Grant’s Religious 


Faith, 

New York Times, Jan. 6. 

The Rev. Dr. John P. Newman will preach in 
the Madison Avenue Congregational Church on 
the morning of Sunday, Jan. 15. There is a 
strong probability that he will become pastor of 
the church in that event. He will take with him 
to the church a following of well-known and 
wealthy geotiemen, and by their efforts be pro- 
poses to wipe out the standing indebtedness, 
and put the church on asound financial basis. 
Among these gentlemen are Gen. U. S. Grant, 
Sheppard Knapp, Charles A. Johnson, and prom- 
inent lawyers, merchants, and bankers. 

The Madison Avenue Congregational Church, 
formerly known as the Church of the Discipies, 
occupies six.city lots on the southeast corner of 
Madison avenue and Forty-fifth street. Itis of 
an anomalous style of architecture, and on the 
outside looks more like a bippodrome than a 
church. The walls are of brick, covered with 
corrugated iron, and run up into queer little 
towers. The interior is an amphitheatre, with- 
out a pillar to intercept the view. The acoustic 
properties are very «ood.

George H. Hepworth was its founder and first 
pastor. Dr. Hepworth was previousiy tbe 
pastor of the "aitarian Church of the Mes- 
siab.

By this 
proceed ing. and by otber means, the debt in 1379 
had been reduced to about $59,000, It was still 
very difficult to pay the interest, and Dr. Hep- 
worth resigned. He was succeeded by the Kev. 
Dr. Wesley K. Davis, who was cailed from St. 
James’ Methodist Church in Harlem. Dr. 
Davis has accepted a call to the First Keformed 
Chureh of Albany, where de will receive the 
same salary, $6,000, as be gets now and a parson- 
ave. Dr. Davis succeeded oe of the 
floating debt of $4,000, and need the mort- 
gage by $5,000. He worked so hard that bis 
beailth broke down, and lust June he went to 
Europe to recuperate. On bis return he an- 
nounced that be vould feel obliged to leave un- 
less the debt was paid. He offered to reise w. - 
(uv if the congregation would pay $50,000.

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ASTRONOMY OF THE YEAR. 


A Review of the Discoveries of the Past 
Year—Seven New Comeis on the List. 
Prof. Lewis Swift, of the Rochester Observ- 

atory, has reported the following astronomical 

review of the year: 

The astronomical events of the year 1881 will 
long occupy a distinguished piace in the annals 
of astronomy. In the matter of comets espe- 
cially it has been an exceptionally good year. 

Since the commencement of this century there 

huve beeu carefully observed and their orbits 

noted, nearly 200 comets, an average of but one 
in five months, but in the interval between May

Comet C was first seen on the morning of July

IIis accession was hailed with delight 
by the extreme Conservatives, who expressed 
their satisfaction that there would be no 
more revolutions, no more concessions of 
privileges to the people, and that there would 
be a restoration of the ancient rights of Kings 
and nobles. 

The wars with Schleswig-Ilolstein and 
Austria followed, and in the midst of their 
brilliant victories the German people forgot

UNITED STATES. 

BERLIN, Dec. 26.—I conversed today with 
a Japanese gentleman of position, who fa- 
vored me with an account of the present pol- 
icy of his Government with respect to Eu- 
rope and America, and the following is a 
brief summary of what he said: The Gov- 
ernment of the Mikado for some time past 
has been animated with au earnest desire to 
remodel its commercial relations with the 
various countries of Europe and with the 
United States of America, and now it has 
seriously begun te carry this purpose, 
if possible, into effect. It has already 
drawn the attention of the Powers 
concerned to its aims in this 
respect, and their representatives will hold a 
conference on the subject at Tokio early in 
January. Existing treaties regulating com- 
mercial intercourse with Japan date from 
the period between 1854 and 1867, and may be 
said to be all based on the general principle 
of a conventional tariff stipulating 5 per cent 
ad valorem duties with the most-favored-na- 
tion clause. But though the nominal cus- 
toms figure is 5 per cent, it has been found 
that from various causes the actual revenue 
ou imports is restricted to 3 per cent, and, 
therefore, the Japanese Government has inti- 
mated its intention of raising its tariff in 
imitauion of America and Germany and some 
other nations. 

THK GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES 

has gone so far as to declare its readiness to 

agree to the proposed change as soon as all 
the treaty States of Europe shall have been 
persuaded to lead the way; but this is very 
justiy regarded by the authorities of ‘Tokio 
as meaning little or nothing. Wiether and 
what kind of foree the Japanese Govern- 
ment can bring to bear on the treaty Powers 
to facilitate the Government’s aims my in- 
formant did not seem inelined to say, but in 
any case it is not expected that very serious 
opposition will be offered by the other coun- 
tries to the contemplated change of tariff if 

England only can be brought to signify her 

acquiescence. It is to England naturally, as 

being by tar the largest trader in the Kast, 
that Japan looks for the decision of 
the question, and if the other States are, like 

Germany, willing to be guidedLin the matter 

by the attitude of interests greater than her 

own, there will not be very much complica- 
tion, at least in the negotiations for a revi- 
sion of existing treaties.

Lion on the New Found-

She Had a Short Run to 
Make in the Best of 
Weather. 


Now Pieces of Her Cargo Are 


Washing Ashore—A Dead

A Vessel with All Hands Lost.

Sr. Jouns, N. F., Jan. 9.—Ilotelligence has just 
been received of one of the most melancholy 
marine disasters that ever occurred on this 
coast. The steamship Lion, of about 500 tons 
eapacity, left this port Wednesday evening 
last for Trinity Bay. There were on 
board when leaving St. John's an aggregate of 
forty-three souls. Of this number twenty-five 
formed the ship's company, and the remaining 
eighteen were passengers bound for different 
harbors in Trinity Bay. 

NO ACCOUNT OF THE STEAMER 
was heard till this morning, when intelligence 
comes by wire that the budy of a lady named 
Cross, one of the passengers, was picked up at 
Baccalew Island, and conveyed over to Red 
Head Cave for irterment. Twoof the steamer’s 
boats were also found, one having the ship's 
name on her stern. 
TEN KEGS OF KEROSENE OIL, 

the precise number which the Leon had on deck, 
were also picked up in the land wash on the 
western side of Baccalew Island, A quantity of 
lumber was found drifting about in the neigh- 
borhood, Which exactly corresponded to a por- 
tion of the steamer's deck cargo. 

THE NAMES OF ALL THE PASSENGERS 
on board the Lion are not Known so far, as the 
steamer was not a regular passenger boat, and 
no formal list of them was kept at the office of 
her owners.

The total run from St. Johns to Trinity 
Harbor would not occupy more than eight hours. 

THE WEATHER WAS FINE AND CLEAR, 
the sea tranguil, and nothing buta bold coast 
along which the steamer's course lay. Capt 
Fowlers was an expert navigator along this 
coast, having deen cruising up and 
down in fishing schooners and coasting

credible that the Lion was permitted by the 
officer in charge to rush madly on land on 
a clear night, as, until she struck 
the precipitous iron-bound coast, there 
was neither rock, reef, nor shoal to 
encounter.

FIRE RECORD. 


The Recent Fire at the County Hospital 
—Suspicious Circumstances. 

Brief mention was made in Sunday’s TrtpuNe 
of a fire in the Storekeeper’s room at the County 
Hospital. It bas since leaked out that the fire 
had some singular features connected with it, 
and Bevjemin F. Sitts, who had for three years 
past been employed as Storekeeper, was dis- 
charged on the spot by Warden Dixon 
for failing to furnish a satisfactory stute- 
ment as to the probabie origin of the blaze. In 
order to get at the facts, a reporter went out to 
the institution yesterday afternoon, and very 
fortunately found everything just as it was 
when the fire was discovered and extinguished. 
The storervom is situated in a building at the 
south end of a corridor midway between the 
two pavilions, and in the same structure are 
located the laundry and drying rooms, engine 
and boiler rooms. It is a narrow, pent-up apart- 
ment, with a single door and a single 
window, and is lined even tothe ceiling with 
wood. Both sides are covered with wooden 
shelving, and a long deal table extends along 
the middle of the room. Upon the end of this 
table nearest the window the storekeeper’s 
desk was placed, and it was in and about it and 
the papers contained therein that the fire bad

The only otber motive that an incendiary 
could have bad was to fire the entire building, 
and thus deprive the hospital of the very neces- 
sary adjuncts of boiler-room, laundry, drying, 
and storervom.

The 
disease appears et present to be spread- 
ing through the counties along the Mis- 
sissippi River from Dubuque down, points 
of infection having been reported from twelve 
out of the eighteen Mississippi River counties. 
A circular will at once be issued to steamboat 
officers requesting them to enforce the vaccina- 
tion of all their hands. It this is not complied 
with the river towns will ve directed to prevent 
those boats from landing which have not prop- 
erly protected their crews by vaccination. Cases 
have been reported since Saturday at the fol- 
lowing uew points: Jerseyville: Reuault, Mon- 
roe County; Wheaton, four miles south of Bald- 
win, Randolph County; Nebo, Pike County;

The Chicago 4 Western indiana Railroad 
Company was organized June 4, 1879, to con- 
struct a railroad trom the Indiana iine ata point 
named “to such terminus in the City of Chicago 
as may be Selected by said corporation.”’ 

On Sept. 15. 1879, the Common Council of Chi- 

adopted an ordinance by which permission 
and autbority was given to the railroad com- 
— to lay down, maintain, and operate a rail-

By the ordinance in question it is also made 
an express condition that the company “shall 
permit any other railroad cempanies, not ex- 
ceeding two in number, which have not at 
present any right of entrance iuto the 
City of Chicago under any existing ordi- 
nauee, to use the sud main rail- 
road-tracks berein authored to de laid 
jointly with the said Chicago & Western In- 
diana Railroad Company, upon such fair and 
equitable terms as muy be agreed upon by said 
companies”; aud provides for setticmont of 
such terms in case of disagzrcement. The city 
has filed an amendment to its cross-bill, alleging 
the icasing by the company of its lines to more 
than two companies, and asksa forfeiture on 
that ground, to which amendment a demurrer 
bas been filed, which it was agreed might be de- 
termined at the hearing. 

Much tnat has been already said applies to this 
condition also, and would, perhaps, cispuse of 
the ouestion without further remark; but as [ 
read the ordipance it was not intended to limit 
the rightof the compauy to lease to two roads 
only, but to bind it to lease to at least two, leav- 
ing it the right to lease to as many others us it 
pleases, a right which it certamly possessed 
without the ordiuance, and in that view the !cas- 
ing to more than two is uo breach of the condi- 
tion, assuming it to be valid.

Mr.George H.Daniels withdrew from the Execu- 
tive Committee of the association on account 
of baving resyrned his position as General Ticket 
Agent of the Wabash. 

The meeting, in accepting the resignation, 
passed the following resolutions: 

Wunkeas, Mr. George H. Daniels having ten- 
dered his resignation as a member of the Exec- 
utive Comumitsee of this association, explain- 
ua that this achon on his part was caused by bis 
resignation as General Ticket Agent of the Wa- 
basa, St. Louis & Pacitic Railroad, 

Resolved, That the resignation of Mr. Daniels 
is accepted with regret: that the thanks of this 
association are due and aro herevy tendered 
him for the able and couscientious manner in 
which bo bas performed bis duties as u member 
af the Executive Committee, as woll as for his 
devotion to the best interests of the association, 
ulld chat he has our warmest wishes for bis suc- 


cess in tho future. 

Mr. H. C. Townsend, General Passenger 
and Ticket Ageut of the Wabash was ap- 
pointed a member of the Executive Comumiit- 
tee in place of Mr. Daniels. It was the intention 
to taku further ecvion at the meeting regarding 
the discrimination practiced aguinat the lines tw 
the association by the Wastern trunk lines on 
emigrant business, but, owing to the abseuce of 
Mr. Percival Lowell of the Burlington and H. C. 
Towusend of the Wabash, the meeting adjuurued 
until 10 e’clook this moruing, when the above 
mutter will come up for discussion. 

The late action of the association in stopping 
business relations with those ocean steatnship 
lines supposed to aid the HKaastern trunk unos in 
8 agaiust the Western 4 
sociation lines bas not had the 
desired effect. and the Fasteru trunk 
lines are reported to be practicing their 
discrimination as much as ever. it is now pro- 
posed by the Western Association to make an 
example of some of the discriminating lines, It 
is quite probable that at the meeting today the 
Grand Trunk will eome in for a dose of reyule- 
tion, it being proposed to order tickets ou sale 
from that line. The reason that the Grand 
‘Trunk is to be tackied instead of the Erie, which 
gives its business to the Grand Trunk, is be- 
cause the latter is the terminal road at this 
point, and gives the business to roads outside 
the association. The agsociatuan, it is argued, is 
not supposed to know which road is responsible 
for the discrimination. It is only supposed to 
koow that the Grand Trunk gives its emigrant 
business comma to this point exolusively to 
roads outside of the association. For this rea- 
son the association means to make an example 
of the Grand ‘Trunk only, and then let thia road 
tight it out with the Erie, from wich it receives 
the business at Buffaio. 

The meeting today is also to make an estimate 
for expenses. 


The Ticket Commission System 
celves More Blows. 

Mr. A. H. Hanson, General Passenger Agent 
of the Illinois Centra! Railroad Company, comes 
boldly to the front in instituting the reform in 
the ticket commission system. He not only has 
issued a circular to the ticket agents of his road 
instructing them that on and aiter Feb. 1, 1. 
they will not be permitted to accept either by 
themselves or through any other person any 
remuneration or gratuity whatever, except 
from hie own company or such express or 
steamship company of which they may be the 
duly aud publicly authorised agents, but be bas 
also isaned a ciroular to General Passenger 
Agents of connecting lines requesting them not 
to pay to ticket agents of his company any re- 
muneration whatever for the sale of tickets di- 
rectly or 88 

He gives the following instructions to his 
ticket agents: 

You must sell to passengers tickets over 
routes of their own selection. When passengers 
bave no choice, ticket by the most desirable 
route, thereby retlecting credit on yourself and 
the line you represent. 

You must not check baggage beyond the des- 
tination of the ticket issued by this company, 
— under special instructions from tuis 
vitice, 

You must not give or send to any railroad 
company or to any individual any commission 
vouobor or otber statement that gives all or anv 
portion of your ticket sales; and you must not 
allow any person except the properly authorized 
officers of this compauy to have access to your 
books, tickets, ticket-cases, or other property 
in your custody by which it would be posaibie 
for your ticket sales to be Known. 

Any ticket agent of bis company violatin 
the above instructions will be discharged, anc 
Will not be re@émployed for one year after dis- 
mis#al by his or any other company rty to the 
“no-commission’’ compnret. Mr. anson in- 
forms his ticket agents that these instructions 
are given to be efrictly obeyed, both in letter and 
in the spirit. and the penalty will surely follow 
any failure to carry them out, as it is the inten- 
tion of his company to make a fair and bon- 
est trial towards breaking up the commission 
abuse. 

There are now about thirty of the leading 
raiiroads in the country which have become 
parties to the no- commission conrpact, and 
most of them have given similar instructions to 
their ticket agents. The feeling arcainst the 
commission system is gettiny stronger every 
day, and there is every praspect 
that the nuisance will be gradually abated. Itis 
the intention of the Spartan band of reformers 
to take etili further steps towards eradicating 
the evil. They tind that in order to make the 
movement a success itis not only necessary to 
prohibit their own agents to receive commis- 
sions or remuneration trom other railroads, but 
that the railroads parties to the compact must 
protect each other by refusing to pay commis- 
vious or other remuneration to ticket agents of 
roads parties to the conpact. It is understood 
that at the next meeting of the association this 
mutter will come up tor discussion, and the indi- 
cations are that the roads will strengthen their 
agreement by adding the provision that none of 
them will pay commissions to the ticket agents 
of such roads as are parties to the agreeinent. 
This is as far as these roads can go at present. 
They cannot stop the payment of commissions 
to ticket agents of suck roads as refuse to join 
the No Commission Association,’’ because thoy 
have to neet the competion of such roads.

UINCINNATI, Jan. 9,—The question of railway 
terminal facilities is up Again, and is likely to 
be permanently disposed of within a few weeks. 
What to do with the railroads entering the city 
has been a constant problem for years, and bas 
now grown to be one of most serious impor- 
tance. The railway companies complain that 
traffic is impeded on account of inadequate fa- 
cilities within the city, and Ngures are produced 
showing what through freights are often sent by 
jonger routes in order to avoid delays in Cin- 
einnati. The business portion of the city is so 
crowded that additional tracks cannot be put 
down without infringing upon the rights of 
property-noldera, and for that reason the plans 


that have been suggested for providing better | 


terminal facilities have all in turn met with 
flerce opposition. The plan now proposed ema- 
nates from a committee appoiuted by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and provides for the abandon- 
ment ot a portion of the canal within the city 
limits and the laying iu its bed of connection 
tracks. The street travel could cross on the 
same bridges which are vow used, and the tracks 
thus provided could be used by day 
as well as by night. There is the 
further advantage that the tracks could be 
made to form a sort of belt read, with which all 
the roads eutering the city could be connected, 
but all who are in auy way interested in the 
canal object to sucb a use Of an important por- 
tion of its bed, as do also the property-holders 
along its banks and the mill-ownera further 
down which are using its water-pover and have 
contracts with the State for that privilege. 
fhe Chamber of Commerce Committee have 
prepared a bili which, if indorsed, will be pre- 
sentea to the Legisiature and probably paas. 
It was considered by the Board of Trade taday, 
but no definit action taken. It will come up for 
acceptance or rejection by the Chamber of Com- 
meree on Wednesday. If iadorsea by that body 
the Board of ‘Trade will indorse it, when it will 
go to the Legislature and be hurried through. 
It the canal- bed is — to railroad pur- 
poses u narrow-gage r will probably be 
built along its bank, which, dividing into sev- 
eral braches after leaving the city, will lead to 
as many suburbs and furaish rapid transit for 
their residents who do business in the city. 


Jay Gould and the Southwestern Rail 
way Association. 

Owing to advices that Jay Gould and the man- 
agers of bis Western aystem of roads would ar- 
rive in this city this morping, Commissioner 
Midgley called a meeting yesterday morning of 
the Southwestern Railway Association to be 
held in his office in the Lakeside Building for 
the purpose of talking over the affairs of the 
association and to bring about, if possible, a 
final settlement of the diffieulties from which 
the association has been suffering for some time 
past, It was thought that the presence of Mr. 
Gould and the managers of bis road might lead 
to a more satisfactory understanding than could 
be had otherwise. in the evening, however, 
further advices were received that Mr. Gould and 
party cannot reach bere today, and therefore 
the call for a meeting ot the Southwestern As- 
sociation today was withdrawn. and the ariginal 
call tor a Colorado meet tomerrow and a 
meeting of the association directly afterwards 
was reinstated, 

It is believed that Mr. Gould will be favorable 
to a reorganisation of the Southwestern Aaso- 
ciation, as be cannot afford to bring about com- 
plicauous at present that would tead to embar- 
rass the Wabash still more than it now is. 
Should the Soutbwestern Association be dis- 
ruptod now, the aecurities of the Southwestern 
roads, and especially those of the Wabash, 
would suffer a heavy decline, an outcome which 
Mr. Gould seems ſo de anmrxrivus to avoid at 
present.

Frelght Lines. 

Mr. H. C. Vilas retires from the General 
Managersbip of the South Shore Fast-Freight 
Line, and Mr. H. R. Duvai will be General Man- 
ager of that line as well asof the Brie & Pacitic 
Dispatch and the Great Western Dispatch. The 
Chicago & Rastern IIlinois withdraws from the 
Great Western Dispatch, and the business of 
this fast-freight line from Ohicago will hereafter 
go by the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago. 
This acuon virtually amounts to a consolida- 
tion of these three fast-freight lines. The 
South Shore and Great Western Dispatch will 
run over the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago, 
the Atiantic & Great Western, and 
Erie and the Eric & Pacific Dispateh 
over the Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St, Louis, 
the Atlantic & Great Western, and the Erie. By 
the recent consoiidation of Erie fast-freight 
lines, these Erie lines are reduced from nearly a 
dozen separate corporations to three, and 
business will thereby be greatly facilitated. 


Settlement of the Difficulties Between 
the Kock land Company aud the 
People of Peru, 

The Rock Island Road bas adjusted its diffi- 
culties with the citizens of Peru, III., and here- 
after the latter will not be deprived of their 
daily aceommodation train. Some time ago the 
peopte of Peru commenced prosecution against 
the Kock Island trainmen for running their trains 
through that place at au excessive rate of 
speed. The railroad company forthwith in- 
structed all conductors and engineers to slacken 
speed through Peru to the rate of ten miles per 
hour for passenger trains and sex nes 
per hour for all other trains, and at the same 
time drew off the accommodation, running this 
train only to La Salle.
